AGRICULTURAL SCIENCE. 
Wlijr II Is Ite»llj- a More almplo Matter 

in. in tie p iaettaa. 
Tho iohMoa of agrlettltnre Is a very 
simplfl matter; much more so than 
tho practice of it. Science nppoars to 
us as n straight road which, whon ono 
an tan n pea It, affords a plain vista, 

Un extremity ol which, however, is 

lost In tho hnr.0 of tho distnnco nnd In 
Ihogrndual lessoning of tho porspect- 
ivoto tho vanishing point— as It Is 
called by nrlisls. As wo go along Ibis 
road, however, tho hn»o clears up 
boforo us, tho vanishing point roooeda, 
nnd dim and tincottnln objects grad- 
ually asstimo shapu and form nnd tako 
on their natural appearance. Prac- 
tice, however, on the other hand. Is a 
ma/.e of sldo paths, cross-roads, turns, 
and Obtonn paMigb* which bewilder 
the fanner unless he has tho map of 
scionoo laid out before him by which 
ho may always koop tho end in 
vlow. 

A vast and Inti lcnto ninzn lios beforo 
tho itnoducatod farmer, who gropes 
his wny through variations of soil, 
differences of climate, changes of 
weather, natural laws of plant and 
animal growth, cxistonco of parasitic 
onotnios, varying bnblls of crop plants, 
ffocta of boat nnd tho chemical 
changes In tho soil, tho characters of 
the fertilizers ho uses, tho laws of de- 
composition of organic substances, 
offocta of manures and many other im- 
portant qtioslious which he con only 
understand through Ibo explanations 
given by rclonco. So that the farmer 
who doubts the usefulncas of seloneo 
to him nml thinks practice alone of 
use makes a serious mistake and 
plunges further Into tho darknots in 
which common (arm practico 1* un- 



just as much lllM<IIIJ.ilnid 
the sanio ways ns animals da 
the soil iloes'not contain precisely tho 
elements of plant food required by tho 
crops, Il Is I he bnsinoss of the farmer 
to supply the dcliclency. and if the soil 
does contain thorn. It is his business to 
so cultivate and work the soil as to 
make the plant bod existing in it most 
available for tho cio|m. Heneo. wo 
soe that science tenches us how the 
laud should bo plowed nnd barrowod 
to lit it in tho beat manner for tho 
crops; how II should be helped by 
manures or fertilize s whon it Is de- 
ficient, nml how by doing this tho 
farmer may largely increase his crops 
and the pr.ilit from bis labir. 

Then a side path mikes off hero and 
leads from the li.dd to the barn and 
stable and lite maniiro heap, nnd 
w hen )ho scicnlil! I student throws 
light upon this side path ho finds it 
leads still to the grand objective point 
of all farm work— good crops ami the 
largost roeompotiso for lha farmer's 
labor. For bo shows us how wo may 
feed nnd care for our animals so ns to 
sooure their BIOS I rapid and protitnhln 
growth and leave behind them th'i 
largest supply of tho richest manure 
for the crops. Ho teaches us of w hat 
animals eonsi-t and of what their food 
consists nnd how, by using Ibo most 
appropriate food, the farmer may lay 
on less stock tho nimt flesh and fat, or 
procure the most milk and butter, and 
at the same limo get from this animal 
food a rich supply of plant food tor Ills 
crops. Ho thus shows us how the feed- 
ing of animals is closely iutoiiwlnod 
with tho feeding of crops, and Illus- 
trates In the clearest manner tho txiotn 
of tho old Roman philosopher who said 
two tJnoaand years ago "Ibo feeding 
of cattle Is (lie most important part of 

ngrii allure. 11 

Thus It is easily perceived that tho 
seloneo of agriculture is really n more 
simple matter thai, tho praotlo* of it, 
because it is the kev to tho latter nnd 
explains every dilllenlly which would 
nrlso to tho fanner who works in the 
dark, nnd w ithout tho light and help 
of it. It may presont somo difllcultios 
by reason of tho nso of unfamiliar 
terms which ropromnt certain sub- 
stances and processes. But tho farmer 
who makes tho least attempt to study 
tho seloneo of his art ami follow tho 
lessons given week by week will renil- 
Uly make himself familiar with these 
terms nml adopt tbotu as household 
words. Then tho t >rm nitrogen will 
bo as plainly understood as potash or 
lime when It is rofeired to ns plant 
food, and its nature and functions In 
plant growth will bo clearly reali/.cd 
by sufficient study of some simple ar- 
ticlo or Itook which tho farmer call 
rend, and when tho simplicity of tho 
science of ngrlctilttiro nml tho exceed- 
ing usefulness of a know lodge oiit aro 
realized no farmer will nppronch It 
wilh doubt, or in ignorant prejudice 
think or speak of It with rldiculo or 
scorn.— JV. Y. Time*.

A bill amending an act incorpo- 
rating tho town of Hanson, in Hop- 
kins county, has been passed. 

Tho laws relating to advertisements 
on wrappers in which circulars are 
mailed have been amended and such 
mailer will now bo allowed to.pass 
through llio mails without addition- 
al postage 

A bill lo prohibit the sale, barter 
or loan of spirituous, vinous or mall 
liquors iu Robertson county has been 
introduced and a strong pressure 
will be biought lo bear to pusli it 
through, although it will meet with 
opposition Of standard quality. 

The senate has passed a bill repeal- 
ing the act establishing a Slate 
Hoard of Kqiiali/.atiou.

It is ac 
kiiowledgcd on ill sides Ihat our 
public school system ia iuadtquatc. 
Why ? Becauso we haven't llic moil 
ey lo command the services of tlrst- 
clasi teachers, teachers who by tho 
force of their own ctillurn and zeal 
will evaugelizo llio people and stir up 
a popular demand for the best sehoolf. 
It is a demonstrated fact thallhc peo- 
ple wont pay for such teachers, the 
Stale is dividing her duty but even

If it is "auli-doiuocratic" 
to look after Iho best interests of the 
wholo people by educating the indi- 
vidual for intelligent citizenship, then 
I confess my idea of Democracy is as 
tangled as my friend's notion of tho 
Blair bill.
